To Pay the Teachers and They Must Wait Unti 
December for Their Salaries, 


STATE CONFRONTED 8Y DEFICIT OF HALF A MILLION;

NOT MONEY ENOUGH ON HAND TO PAY JULY INTEREST 


Another $112,000 Has Been Discovered Which Must Be Credited to the 


Public Property Fund—Governor Will Have To Borrow $200,- 
000 To Pay Part of the July Interest and the Running 
Expenses of the State—New Class of Widows 
Will Get No Pensions This Year. 


State Treasurer Park cannot use any portion of the public property fund, 
even temporarily, for the purpose of paying the salaries of tWé public school 
teachers of Georgia. 

This was decided in an elaborate opinion written by Justice Andrew J. Cobb 
and hande@ down by the supreme court yesterday. The decision reverses 
Judge John 8. Candler and sets aside the mandamus granfed by him requir- 
ing State Treasurer Park te make the @ayments, using the fund derived trom 
the sale of the Northeastern railroad. 

The supreme court holds that under the constitution, paragraph 1, section 
1, article 7, no part of the public property fund can be laid’ out, paid cut 
or expended in any way whatever except on thé bonded debt of the state, sa 
long as any such debt shall exist. This positively settles the status of the 
fund, and it must remain in the treasuary dedicated solely to the purpose 
stated in the constitution. 

The second important point decided by the supreme court removes the only 
loophole there seemed to be by which the money could be secured to pay the 
teachers. The court hoids that the $200,000 derived from the sale of the North- 
eastern railroad is a part @ the pubjiic propérty fund and must be so treated. 


POINT WAS NOT PASSED UPON BY COURT. 


The supreme court did not pass upon the question as to whetner the state 
treasurer is merely a ministerial officer and cannot be heard to raise a con- 
Stitutional objection to the payment of a warrant drawn by the governor end 
countersigned by the comptroller general. In view of the deciston on the o.ber 
points the court held this was not necessary, but it did hold that a warrant 
drawn by the governor, directing the treasurer to place the amount of such 
Warrant to the account of the schoo] fund, is payable out of that fumdl as Ge- 
rived from the sources authorized by law, which means,-in effect, that the 
amount must be paid out of tnat fund alone. 

Two other points upon which the supreme court did not pass, tlioueh it 
mentioned them, are Whether, uncer the strict eonstruction of the corstitution, 
the pubtic property fund can te placed in the state nas tere and craw 
interest, Or must be kept untouched In the vaults of the treasury, and whether 
the public property fund can be used for the payment of the interest on the 
bonded debt, or nust de used sslely for the payment of «he principal. These 
questions are left open, ani it is not at all improbable that they will, owing to 
the circumstances created by the decision of yesterday, soon come before the 
supreme court for construction. ’ 


- FAR-REACHING EFFECTS OF THE TIECISION. 


The decision of the supreme court viewed in oné light, means that the teach- 
ers of Georgia must wait until] the taxes are collected the Mitter part of No- 
vember or the firat of December before they wil receive their pay. It is not 
within the power.of the governor to make any provision for paying them be- 
‘fore, that time. 
~ The @ecision means that the governor must borrow $200,000, as he is au- 
thorized to.do to meet casual deficiencies in order to get eficough money in the 
treasury to pay the July interest on the bonded debt, and the running expenses 
of the state government, ( 

It means that the state is confronted by a deficit of about $559,000, though 
it has that amount of cash in the treasury. The deficit comes about in this 
way: Amount due the teachers which, cannot be paid until fall, about $30),- 

00; anfount the governor will have to borrow to pay part of the July interest 
‘on the bonded debt and the running expenses of the state, about $150,010; amount 
hot heretofore credited to the public property fund that will have to go to 
/that fund, $112,000. The interest also on the public property fund since it has 
to the credit of that fund. 

There is a question as to whether the public property fund will have to 
be withdrawn from the state depositories. Hon. Dupont Guerry, counsel for 
Treasurer Park, admitted in his argument before the supreme court that such 
wou:d be the case. The eourt did not pass on the point. When asked yes- 
terday what he would do with regard to this matter, Treasurer Park replied. 

“That question has not come before me yet, and I cannot say what acec- 
tion I will take.’’ 

Should the money be withdrawn fr om the state depositories, the state woul’ 
lose nearly $9,000 a year in interest. 

The decision of the supreme court, in addition to the foregoing, means also 
that the new class of wiiows of confederate veterans, for whom pensions were 
provided by the last jegislature, will get no money this year. They must watt 
until next year, and in order thag they may get it then, the ‘tegislature must 
make some specific provision for them, 


PROBLEMS CONFRONTING THE GOVERNOR. 


A serious problem confronts Governor Candler. It is ‘up to him” to de- 
termine how to make both ends meet, and the ends are a long way from each 
other, too. 

The public property fund and sinking fund now in the treasury amount to 
$682,750. Not a cent of this money can be touched. 

The genefal fund now in the treasury which may be used for all purposes 
now amounts to about $150,000. The exact figures will not be available until 
Treasurer Park makes his statement to the governor. 

This $150,000 is not sufficient to meet the July 
debt, which amounts to $163,000, and which must be paid on July Ist. In 
addition to that there must be paid out within the next few weeks for the. 
running expenses of the state in the neighborhood of $125,000, making a total 
of nearly $300,000. Therefdre after the governor has borrowed $200,000, which, it 
appears, he must do, he will have left only $50,000. 

The situation is so serious in fact that some of the officials at the state 
-eapitol yesterday remarked that they feared they would have to wait for their 
salaries. : 

In addition to the foregoing the proposition regarding part of the public 
property fund not heretofore taken into account, has got to be taken into con- 
sideration. 

Attorney General Terrell spent yesterday in looking up this matter for the 
governor. He found that between the time of the adoption of the constitu- 
tion in 1878 and 1890 there had been derived from the sale of public property 
$112,202.26, which was used to pay current expenses, and has never been credit- 


ed to the public property fund.

me WHAT CAPITOL OFFICIALS SAY. 


State School Commissioner G. R. Glenn gave out the following statement 
with regard to the supreme court’s decision: 
“Tt is a staggering blow to the public school system of Georgia, and forces 
@ condition that must be relieved as soon as possible. It does not matter 
that i¢ comes from the court of last appeals. The suffering that the deci- 
sion entails is not mitigated by the fact that the decision is final and must 
be obeyed. The decision may be absolutely correct, so far as the written 
constitution is concerned. I suppose.nobody will question the wisdom and 
justice of the highest court of the state. They were bound under their oaths 
to trim the last vestige of parasitic growth, as they see it, from the con- 
stitutional tree. It does not matter that the great mass of our people both 
desired and expected a different decision. The decision is law; the court 
that makes it must be respected and the decision upheld. We have the money 
in the treasury, but we cannot use it. The legislature must devise some other 
means to relieve a situation that is absolutely perilous to our schools. We 
cannot longer maintain a school system under present conditions. The chil- 
dren must be educated. All we have and ail that we are is wrapned up in 
our children. The state will live nowhere else as she will live in the children. 
If death should ever come to the state, the first token of dissolution will be 
the cry of the children. » D 
“The decision of the court makes an opportunity for the banks. I trust 
every banking house in our state will join in the effort to lend money to the 
teachers at a low rate of interest. I trust also they will take the initiative 
and notify the teachers that their claims, when properly audited by the coun- 
ty authorities, will be cashed at the bank at the legal rate of interest. The 
banks cannot have better paper, nor have they ever had a nobler opportunity 
for usefulness to the people.” : 
“The king can do no wrong,” laughingly remarked Comptroller General W. 
A Wright, when asked about the matter. “I had hoped that the supreme 
court would find some way of deciding that the payment of the school teach- 
yers from this fund was not a permanent diversion of ft in the sense contem- 
plated in the con@itution, but it seems otherwise. It is needless to say I was 


surprised 
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Justice Henry T. Lewis was the only 
member of the court to deliver a dissent- 
ing opinion. Justice Lewis held that the 
funds derived from the sale of the North- 
eastern railroad did not come within the 
constitutional provision relating to the 
public property fund, and there was, 
therefore, nothing to prohibit its use for 
the purpose in view. 

With: regard to the other proposition, 
Judge Léwis held that even if the state 
treasurer has the right to question the 
constitutionality of an act of the govern- 
or in drawing a warrant, the burden is 
upon him to identify the specific fund in 
the treasury set apart as ‘“‘public proper- 
ty’’ fund for the payment of the bonded 
debt. 7 

Justice Lewis made out the headnotes 
of his decision yesterday, but did not 


have a chance to get his opihion ready to 
be handed down with the opinion of the 
court, as is usually the case. He wih 
have it ready within a few days. The 
headnotes of Justice Lewis's dissenting 
opinion are as follows: 

Lewis, J., dissenting.—I. The . constitu- 
tional provision embodied in section 5900 of 
the civil code, touching the application of the 
proceeds of the sale of public property to the 
payment of the bonded debt of the state, is 
not prospective, and applies onty to such rail- 
roads and other public property as the state 
owned at the time of the adoption of the con- 
Stitution, It follows that, as the state did not 
own, possess, or Rold the Northeastern rail- 
road at that time, the $200,000 _ realized 
from the sale of, that property--does not con- 
Stitute any part of the public: fund intended 
by the constitution to be applied exclusively 
to the payment of the bonded debt. 

When a warrant upon a fund in the 
treasury has been duly drawn by the governor 
and approved by the comptroller general, 
even if the treasurer has a right to question 
the constitutionality of the executive act in 
60 doing, and the reagons mentioned, be ap- 
plied to the warrant, the burden is on him 
to identify the speectfie fund in the treasury 
which he claims to be the proceeds of the sale 
of public property set apart from the general 
fund for the payment of the bonded debt,

SAYS CANDLER, “MY POWER IS LIMITED” 


The court's decision was evidently no 
‘ess of a surprise to Governor Candler 
than to most of the other statehouse offi- 
cials. Naturally it brought up matters 
that. kept him busy the greater part of 
the day. It left him confronted with a 
deeper problem to solve than he had when 
the issue was first raised—the question 
of where to get the funds to pay the run- 
ning expenses of the state government. 

“Tt leaves us confronted with a grave 
danger,” he said; ‘‘a danger which, in 
fact, is now upon-us. The limit of my 
borrowing capacity is $200,000. There is, 
I am informed, $112,000 which must be 
credited to the public property fund, an 
amount derived from the sale of public 
property which has been paid out for 
general expenses. That makes $544,000 in 
the treasury which we cannot touch. 

“With this state of affairs we have not 
money .enough available to pay the run- 
ning expenses of the government, leaving 
the teachers entirely out of the question. 


T have some hope of being able to pay 
a small portion of their 
salaries, but even that’s problematical.” 

“Will you borrow the $200,000 permitted 
under the constitution?” was asked, 

“7 cannot answer that question until 
I reach that point,’’ the governor replied.

BY A MAJORITY OF FIVE 
AMENUMENT 18 PASSED 


It Will Be Made an Appendix te 
Cuban Constitution—News of 
Cuban Action Pleases Wash- 

ington—Speedy Evacu- 
ation Predicted. 


Havana, June 12.—The Cuban constitu- 
tional convention today accepted the 
Platt amndment by a vote of 16 to ll. 
A resolution to accept was carried with- 
out discussion. Immediately after the 
opening of the session Senores Tamayo, 
Villuendas and Quesada, constituting a 
majority of the committee on relations, 
submitted as a substitute for the come- 
mittee’s former report, the Platt amena- 
ment AS passed by congress, recommend- 
ing that {t be accepted and made an ap- 
pendix to the constitution. 

In the vote on the resolution the twen- 
ty-seven delegates present divided as fol- 
lows: 

In favor of acceptance: Senors Capote, 
Villuendas, Jose M. Gomez, Tamayo, 
Monteaguedo, Delgado, Betancourt, Giber- 
ga, Liorente, Quesada, Sanguilly, Nunez, 
Rodriguez, Berriel, Quilez andl Ferrer. 

Opposed to acceptance: Senors Zayas, 
Aleman, Eudaldo Tayamo, Juan Gualber- 
to Gomez, Cisneros. Silva, Fortun, Lacret, 
Portuondo, Castro and. Manduley 

Senors Rivera, Correoso. Gener and Ro- 
bau were absent. The latter two voted 
against acceptance in the previous divi- 
sion. Senor Forrero voted with the con- 
servatives, explaining his change of atti- 
tude by asserting that he believed accept- 
ance would be the best solution of the 


problem, 
The convention will sow appoint a com- 
mission to draw up the e‘ectoral law. 


Washington Pleased by Action. 

Washington, June 12.—The news of the 
adoption of the Platt amendment by the 
Cuban constitutional convention was re- 
ceived with genuine gratification here. 

Now that the Cubans have demonstrae- 
ted their good faith in the United States, 
it is expected that a fairly speedy evacu- 
ation of the island will follow, contingent 
only upon the establishment of a stable 
government in the islands. 

An effective police force and other 
measures necessary to the preservation of 
good order and sanitation are deemed as 
essential prerequisites in the formation 
of the new government. One cabinet offi- 
cer, speaking of the matter, expressed the 
opinion that if the other requirements 
are met our withdrawal might be accom- 
piished during the summer and that Cu- 
ban independence might be a reality by 
next Autumn. 
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General Wood tonight communicated to 
the war department officially the fact that 
the amendment has been adopted.

Persuaded Most of fhe New Inen To 
Quit Work. 7. * 

Savannah, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)\—The 
Seaboard Air Line strikers were quiet ail 
day, but they won their point, in a meas- 
ure. It was their desire to make the non- 
union machinists and bollermakers who 
had taken their places in the shops thrcw 
up their jobs. This they did and only four 
of the men were at work today. The rai}- 
road authorities claim that the men gave 
up their work through the fear they were 
in of the strikers, who employed various 
means of intimidation. It is said that the 
strikers threatened the non-union men, 
declaring that they would get revenge 
upon them, specta] policemen notwith- 
standing. 

The Seaboard now has a special pclice 
force of thirty-seven men sworn in and 
on duty at ths shops. Superintendent Ce- 
cil Gabhatt says the company is ¢eter- 
mined to protect its property and the per- 
sons of its employees. There ere less 
than twenty strikers, buf tiéy are mem< 
bers of the machinists’ union and have 
scores of friends who are ready to back 
them up in anything they may bnder- 
take. Armed with winchester rifles, the 
special policemen, under charge of Ser- 
geant W. H. Fleming, of the police de- 
partment, preserve a cordon about the 
shops, seeking to keep off «he strikers 
and prevent them from having any sort 
of communication with the men who have 
taken their places.

PARK’S 


What They Say About the Decision 


of the Supreme Court. 

Macon, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—Messrs. 
Washington Dessau, Dupont Guerry and 
Orville A. Park, of Macon, were the prin- 
cipal attorneys of State Treasurer R. E. 
Park in his contention in the courts, rela- 
tive -to the public property funds. When 
the news of the supreme court’s decision 
reached Macon today, sustaining the 
treasurer’s contention, the above named 
attorneys were asked for an expression 
concerning the opinion: 

Mr. Dessay said: 

“Tt have not yet seen the head notes or 
the opinion, but the reversal is under- 
stood to be a complete vindication of the 
action of State Treasurer Park, in refus- 
ing to pay the school warrants out of the 
public property fund. 

‘Without commenting in detail upon the 
opinion, which could not be done in detail 
without studying it; the decision ought to 
be a cause of great gratification to the 
people of Georgia. The people must cer- 
tainly experience a high degree of confi- 
dence, not only 1n the ability of the su- 
preme court, but also in its fearlessness 
and integrity. In spite of murmurs of 
discontent from certain quarters and re- 
ports cf the impatience that were: almost 
doily published in certain newspapers, and 
in spite of what seemed to be a studied 
and persistent effort to impress the ju- 
diciary with the Idea that the great and 
overwhelming body of the people was 
averse to standing by and supporting the 
constitution. in its plain terms, Our. S8u- 
preme court, utterly oblivious of all these 
matters, which must have reached their 
€ves and ears,. patiently and thoroughly 
considered the law, and when they had 
done this they delivered the judgment of 
the court regardless of any other consid- 
eration except that of implicit obedience 
to the letter and spirit of the constitu- 
tion, which all of us have sworn to obey 
and defend. Looking at the opinion, 
therefore, from this standpoint, and re- 
garding it as the final declaration of the 
court upon the question. it is bound to be 
ecnsidered as morally and legally correct; 
it ic entitled to recelve and will receive 
the cheerful acquiescence of every honest 
and intelligent man and woman in Geor- 


gia. 

Hon. Dupont Guerry wag called on fot 
an expression, and he replied: 

“Mr. Washington Dessau, of counsel in 
the case, has supmitted to me what he 
thought proper to say in answer to the 
Same inquiry, and I fully concur with him, 
speaking as he does both as a lawyer in 
the case and as a patriotic citzen.

Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—The 
centennial week of the University of Gecr- 
gia is on. The opening exercises, held 
this morning in the chapel, were of un- 
usual interest and were attended by @ 
large and enthusiastic crowd. 

The occasion was the celebration by 
the city of Athens and the county of 
Clarke of their joint centennial. 

The honor of opening the exerctses of 
this hisoric week was assigned to Rev. 
Eltison D. Stone, who opened with rrayer. 
Mr. Stone is a local Methodist preacher, 
who has lived here since 1845 and who has 
preached the gospel for over fifty years. 
No man in any community was ever more 
beloved and none ever had more true 
friends. No’man in Athens ever exerted 
more influence for good than he, and it 
was a fit opening to the exercises of a 
week that is to pass into nistory as the 
greatest occasion ever witnessed in this 
city, 

At the conclusion of the opening prayer 
the meeting, which was presided over by 
Chairman Thomas P. Vincent, of the 
board of Clarke county commissioners, 
and Mayor Smith, of the city of Athens, 
was cailed to order and Hon Wiley B. 
Burnett, representative from Clarke ccun- 
ty, introduced the orator of the day, as 
follows: 

‘Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen 
and Fellow Citizens: I have been selected 
to perform the pleasing part of today’s 
programme not from any special fitness 
I have for the place.

The Very Beginning. 

“On a bright morning in the latter part 
of June, 1801, five men—John Milledge, 
Albram Baldwin, George Walton, John 
Twiges and Hugh Lawson—met by ap- 
pointment at Billups’s tavern, near Cher- 
okee corner, and proceeded into the then 
county of Jackson to select the site of 
Franklin college. Where the Athens fac- 
tory now stands they found the grist mill 
and sawmill owned and operated by one 
Daniel Basley. he committee wus so 
pleased with the location and especially 
with the elegant shad caught at the mill 
that John Milledge bought from WBasley 
the tract of one hundred acres of land 
then covered with a forest of magnificent 
oaks for the Site of the college. 1 have 
here a grant from the state of Georgia, 
dated December, 1793, to 1,000 acres of 
bounty lands to one Roderick Fasley, ex- 
tending on both sides of the Oconee river. 
This, I take it, is the origin of the t.tles 
to the land on which we now stand. 

‘“‘In December, 1801, the county of Clarke 
was cut off from the county of Jackson. 
Previous to that time the count? of Jack- 
son had been a part of the county of 
Franklin, the county site being oid 
Clarksboro, a flourishing village of some 
two thousand people, which Fas disap- 
peared entirely, leaving not even a chim- 
ney to mar® the site. This county was 
named for Genera] Elijah Clarke, a 1ev- 
olutionary soldier. 

“The first superior court was held tin 
March, 1802 at the house of Mr. Isaac 
Hill, and was prestded over by his honor, 
Thomas P. Carnes. The list of judges 
who have subsequenfly presided in the 
county discloses the distinguished names 
of Dooley, Underwood, Clayton, Rice and 
Hutchins. 

Madame Gouvain. 

‘“‘Among the earlier citizens was Mad- 
ame Gouvain, wWell-remembered by many 
of our older citizens. She was the daugh- 
ter of the Count de Trobriand, the widow 
of’ General Ange Delaperriere, and at. the 
time of here residence in this county, 
was the wife of Michael Gouvain. One 
of her daughters married Dr. Harden, 
of Watkinsville, and her, descendants 
are still with us. You all recall the fact 
that one of them was John Howard 
Payne’s sweetheart, for whom he wrote 
‘Home, Sweet Home.’ 

Levi Crawford and His Boat. 


“Among the early citizens fh Georgia 
factory district was Levi Crawford. He 
is well-remembered by reason of his ef- 
fort to prove the Oconee river naviga- 
ble,. and. his unsuccessful endeavor to 
have the factory dam removed. Hav- 
ing built a'boat and loaded it with yarn 
for trading purposes, and with clay to 
build his chimneys on his estates In Flor- 
ida, he proceeded down the river until 
he reached Pullaiit’s mill, demand- 
ing that the dam be pulled down. Hav- 
ing been refused, he abandoned his boat 
and went to Milledgeville to bring the 
matter hefore the legislature. Dr. Poul- 
lain, with n®zroes and oxen, hauled the 
boat around the mill, but it was never 
operated afterwards. 

W. H. Crawford and Napoleon. 

“In another port@n of the county lived 
Dr. Jackson, father of Henry R. Jack- 
son, the :juthor of “The Red Old Hills 
of Georgia.’ Dr. Jackson was chief of 
legation when William H. Crawford was 
minister to St. Cloud. He used to tell 
of the first interview of Mr. Crawford 
with Bonavarte. The former, like many 
of his race; was of commanding stature, 
When asked by the emperor how tall a 
man was the president of the United 
States, he extended his arm horizontal- 
ly and his hand came about the level of 
the emperor's head, Bonapartes prompt 
reply was: ‘My observation is that all 
the men of the world are just about that 
height.’ 

The Historic Old Willow. 

“at the time of the re-interment the 
French government distributed sprigs of 
willow from the trees at Longwood, 
which marked the emperor's grave on 
St. Helena, to distinguished persons 
throughout the world. Among others Dr. 
Jackson received a sprig which was plant- 
ed in the old botanical garden in this 
city and the tree is still living. 

The First Cotton Mill. 

“Clarke county has always been noted 
a pioneer in manufacturing enter- 
prises. In the year 1827, Augustin S. 
Clayton, Thomas Moore, Asbury Hull, 
James Johnson and W. A. Carr built the 
This was the first cot- 
ton mill south of the Potomac river, 
one of the first in #hé United States, 
and one of the first in the world. In 
1833, John White took charge of the 
Georgia factory, subsequently acquired 
the entire property and his descendants 
own it today. 

“The Pioneer Paper Mill, the first paper 
mill in the south, was built by John 
S. Linton and Allen Chase, at a point 
four miles from Athens.

of sorrow were as deeply sincere as 
they were univergal.

4 
These were offered by G 
son, of Lee, who resides at Opeliks, the 
home of the governor, and unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote.

follows: 

“Whereas, the immortal spirit of Wwil- 
liam J. Samford, the distinguished gov- 
ernor of Alabama, has passed from 
earth to the God who gave it, leaving 
the people of the entire state deeply 
impressed with the living appreciation of 
his manly character and many _ virtues, 
and with a profound sense of the great 
logs sustained by the state, and 

“Whereas, his remains wiik reach this 
city from Tuscaloosa by special train 
about 6 o’clock this afternoon; 

“Now, therefora be it resolved, that 
this convention stand adjourned until 
Thursday at noon as a mark of respect 
to the lamented dead; 

“Be it further resolved, that a com- 
mittee of nine from this convention be 
‘appointed by the president to proceed 
to Tuscaloosa to escort the remains to 
the eapitol and attend his funeral; 

‘*Be it further resolved, that the fami- 
ly of the deceased be requestd to allow 
the remains of the distinguished dead to 
lie in state in the capitol during tomor- 
row (Thursday), until removed to his 
home at Opelika.”’

Ashcroft, of Lauerdale; Cunningham, of 
Jefferson; Graham, of Talladega and 
Davis, of Etowah. 

The committee at once left for Tus- 
caloosa by a special train. 

Hon. . W. D. Jelks,. who now becomes 
governor by, virtue of being president of 
the senate, is in Beaumont, Texas. He 
wired early this morning that he would 
leave Beaumont at once, and will arrive 
in Montgomery on the morning train to- 
morrow. ~He is in communication with 
with Secretary of State McDavid. Under 
the circumstance that the president of 
the senate is out of the state, Hon. A. 
M. Tunstall, of Hale, speaker of the 
house, is acting governor. He has not, 
however, assumed its functions, as all 
business is totally suspended. In the 
event any matter should arise requiring 
executive action, he is here and would 
answer a notice from the secretary of 
state. 

It is known that Governor Jelks will 
make no immediate changes in the 
force of the office. His relations with 
Governor Samford were most cordial and 
pleasant, and every possible consideration 
will be shown to the latter's appointees. 
It !s known that Mr, T. D. Samford, 
private secretary, will not wish to retain 
that office. He only came, in the first in- 
stance, from a sense of dufy to his father, 
whose feeble health demanded unremit- 
ting care. It was a sacrifice on his part. 
He will return to Opelika and resume 
the practice of law. The recording sec- 
retary is Mr. M. S. Screws, of Montgom- 
ery, and the messenger is Mr. Drake, 
of Auburn. There is no other patronage 
at the immediate «sposal of the new 
governor. 

The examiners of public accounts are 
the only state officers who hold at the 
pleasure of the governor, but the ques- 
tion of their retention will not arise in 
the near future. The inspectors of con- 
victs, while appointed by the governor. 
hold for definite terms fixed by law. 
And the same is true as to the railroad 
commissioners. 

The governor's staff holds at his pleas- 
ure, of course, and since a salary has 
been attached to the office of adjutant- 
general, the place has become an impor- 
tant one. The adjutant-general’s rela- 
tion to the governor is that of chief of 
staff. The present occupant is Colone} 
W. W. Brandon, who was appointed by 
Governor Johnston and reappointed by 
Governor Samford.

The wo- 
man then made an unsuccessful attempt 
to kill herself. The trial has attracted 
great interest throughout Mississippi. 


SENSATION IN HUNTSVILLE. 


Mrs. Lewis Files Suit for Divorce 
from Her Husband. 

Huntsville, Ala., June 12.—(Special.j— 
Buford A. Lewis, president of the Lewis 
Lumber Company, president of the Law 
and Order League and a steward of the 
First Methodist church, is the defendant 
in a suit for divorce filed today by his 
wife, Katie Lewis. Mrs. Lewis makes 
sensational charges of adultery against 
her husband, naming a negro cook as co- 
respondent, and alleging that he has been 
guilty of infidelity on various occasions. 
The bill of complaint further alleges that 
the defendant is not the proper person 
to have custody of their only child, Jo- 
seph Hiller Lewls, five years of age. The 
bill requires the defendant to answer al- 
legations in. person. 

The affair has caused a great sensation 
here because of the social prominence of 
the parties involved. Mr. and Mrs, Lewis 
are well known in several southern cities. 
Lew:s is an ex-mayor of Fayetteville, 
Tenn.. He kas taken a prominent part in 
reform policies in Hunrsville. A legai bat- 
tle is probable when the petition for di- 
vorce comes up in the chancery court. 
The defendant has ejgaged counsel and 
will fight the case. He emphatically de- 
mies the truth of the allegations in the 
‘bill, and says in an interview that they 
are based on false information. 


EXCITEMENT AT PINE BLUFF. 


Negroes Threaten To Lynch Two 
White Men—Jail Guarded.

The greatest excitement prevails at Pine 
Bluff, Ark., over the murder of E. E. and 
Solomon Fluker, colored, by Robert and 
Thomas N. Clegg, brothers, white, and 
there is strong talk of a lynching tonight. 
The negroes of the community are great- 
ly wrought up over the crime and the 
jail is being guarded by an extra force 
of deputies, armed with shotguns. Some 
claim the negroes were shot down in cold 
blood. At any rate the Fluker brothers 
were leading members of a negro lodge 
and almost $5,000 has been raised with 
which to prosecute the prisoners.

Som® 
of the members declare they were not 
cficers under the terms described in the 
constitutional oath and they would re- 
sign before they would take it. 

Mr. Gless declared that if the oath was 
taken and carried out the convention 
night es well adjourn, as far as any suf- 
frage reform was concerned. The motion 
providing thet the oatn be taken was de- 
feated. 

The convention was called to order at 
noon by Senator John W. Daniel, Colonel 
W. B. Pettit. was made temporary chair- 
man, but soon surrendered the gavel to 
Hon. John Goode, who was last night 
nominated as president of the convention, 
and who male a speech full of fire and 
oratory, which, while treating of the con- 
ditions of the suffrage and other ques- 
tions in Virginia, did not offer a remedy. 
The presiding officer, however, declared 
the white people of Virginia to be friends 
of the negro and advocated restricting ne- 
gro suffrage. .

FINK CHARGED

Railroad Officers Caused His 
Arrest in Macon, - 


WHAT THE -CHARGES ARE 


Asserted That He Sold Formula for 
Lubricating Oil and That It 
Wes Worthless—The Ar- 
rest Was Made Yes- 
terday.

Macon, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—John 
Joseph Fink, who 
city as his home, was arrested by City 
Detectives Anderson and Jenkins today 
on complaint of Julien R. Lane, manager 
of the Macon and Birmingham ralroad, 
and Willis B. Sparks, former president 
and receiver of the Georgia Southerr? and 
Florida railway, who charged Fink with 
cheating and swindling. When Fink was 
searched at the police station he had on 
his person $507 in cash and was wearing a 
handsome gold watch and diamond ring. 
Fink arrived in the city this morning 
and registered at the Brown house. He 
says he is a member of the firm of Henry 
Fink & Son, of Washington, Baltimore 
and Chicago, and is selling rights to man- 
ufacture Fink's lubricating oil mixture 
for use on railroads and on machinery 
generally. From the numerous letters 
and other papers in his possession it ap- 
pears that Henry Fink & Son have been 
doing an extensive business in all parts 
‘of the country. 

In March, 1894, when Mr. 
Sparks was receiver of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railway and the 
Macon and Birmingham railroad, he paid 
Henry Fink & Son $200 for the right to 
manufacture and use their patent oil 
mixture in the works and on machinery 
owned or run by the Georgia Southern 
and Florida and the Macon and Birming- 
ham railroads. A receipt was given for 
the money and signed Henry Fink & Son, 
in which it was agreed that if after 
three months’ actual use the mixture did 
not save full 40 per cent of all oils and 
greases and 10 per cent saving in machin- 
ery brasses and boxes, the $200 would be 
returned. Mr. Sparks says he had the 
above transaction with John Joseph Fink, 
the man now under arrest. Mr. Sparks 
says the mixture was absolutely worth- 
less and a swindle, and the $200 was never 
returned to him. Mr. Sparks waited eight 
long years to catch Fink and never saw 
him again during all this time until to- 
day, when he saw Fink enter the office of 
Julien R. Lane, manager of the Macon 
and Birmingham railroad, and the detec- 
tives were notified. Fink was trying to 
Sell the right to Mr. Lane. It appears 
that Fink & Son have been selling many 
rights in Georgia and elsewhere. 

When Mr. Sparks positively identified 
John Joseph Fink at the police station to- 
day, Fink declared that he had never seen 
Sparks before, and further said that it 
was his brother who sold the right to 
Sparks. Fink maintained that the ofl 
mixture is a good article and does all that 
is claimed for it. He shows letters of in- 
troduction, ete., and says his business 
and family connections are entirely re- 
spectable and reputable. He is forty-four 
years old and weighs about 240 pounds. 
He says his brother, who sold the right 
to Mr. Sparks, is his exact counterpart 
in appearance and it is difficult for per- 
sons to tell one from the other. 
was released this afternoon on $500 bond 
for his appearance at the recorder’s court 
tomorrow morning.

Whenever 
you stumbled upon a joke you did not 
have to hire a man to figure out whether 
it was a ioke or an epitaph; but in 
large bold Jetters it was headed ‘A Wit- 
ticism.’ Whenever you encountered a 
poem you did not have to resort to cir- 
cumstantial evidence, such as whether 
every line began with a capital, to de- 
termine whether it was poetry or prose, 
but all doubt was removed by the posi- 
tive statement at the head, ‘A Poem.’ 

he Jane Ytung Incident. 

“On 2. quiet summer day the peaceful 
village was startled by the report of a 
pistol on Broad _ street. The printers 
poured out of the windows and doors of 
the rewspaper office, like bees out of a 
hive. A small woman, Weighing in all nine- 
ty pourds, with her large pistol, proceed- 
ed to occupy Broad street and terrorize 
the town. This was the celebrated Jane 
Youne, who came to Athens for the pur- 
pose of shooting Colonel Hopkins Holsey, 
the editor of The Banner, and compr>- 
mised by shooting the foreman, Mr, T. 8. 
Reynolds, through the arm.

Military History. 

“Of the military history of the county, 
in the war of 1812 James Meriwether or- 
£An:zed a rifle company of forty-two men 
who took an active part in the struggle. 
At the time of the Indian removal in 1888 
Isaac 8. Vincent commanded a company 
of seventy-two men under General Win- 
ticld Scott. 

“Clarke county sent not less than two 
thousand men into the active service of 
the confederacy. The organizations tn the 
order in which they left for the front were 
the Troup artillery, the Athens Guards, 
the Clarke Rifles, two compenties of the 
Georgia trou, ers and the Mell Rifles. Be- 
sides the troops furnished to the active 
service there were for home defense the 
Lumpkin artillery, the Thunderbolts, the 
Lipscomb Volunteers and Moore's bat- 
tery.”’ 

Professor Moore at this point gave a 
large number of incidents of the war that 
were listened to with profound interest. 

The Ladies’ Aid Society was organized 
In 1861, with Mrs. Franklin as president 
and Mrs, Piney Thomas as secretary. The 
Ladies’ Memorial Association, which was 
organized in 1866 with Mrs. William Ruth- 
erford as president, still plays an im- 
rortant part in our community. 

Some Local Incidents, 

The first cotton was planted in Athens 
by Dantel Easley, who sowed it broadcast. 
The first carriage was made for Mr. 
Elijah Newton in 1825. Among the notable 
facts connected with the history of Ath- 
ens and Clarke county are those that we 
had the first cotton mill, the first paper 
mill in the south. We have also had a 
waterworks plant to burn up. a fire en- 
gine to burn up and a “‘dago” to fail In 
business. We have the only double-bar- 
reled cannon on earth. 

In conchision Professor Morris. gail: 
“We are an homogeneous people, de- 
scended from the old Saxon stock, not 
contaminaied by the foreign element of 
the west. untouched by the plutocracy of 
the east. We belong to the great famiiv 
whose arms have been victorious in every

SHOT BY NEGRO EMPLOYEE 


Foster Was Trying To Settle 
Trouble Between Negroes and 
Overseers When Killed. 

A Leading Planter 
of Louisiana, 


Shreveport, La., June 12.—John G. Fos- 
ter was killed on the Foster plantation 
five miles east of this city on the Vicks- 
burg, Shreveport and Pac'fic railway this 
rorning by a negro named Prince E- 
wards. | 

There had bcen trouble between the 
overseers and negroes end Foster left 
the plantation store to go to the scene of 
the trouble. The negroes gathered in a 
cabin to the number of twelve or fifteen 
end as Foster approached, on2 of those in 
the cabin fired, mortally wounding Fos- 
ter. The negroes scattered, but several 
bands of officers have succeeded in cap- 
turing all but Edwards, who did the 
shooting. 

Fister was about twenty-two years of 


_ @ge and belonged to one of the leading 


families of Shreveport. Governor McMil- 
lin, of Tennessee, is a brother-in-law of 
the deceased. There is much excitement 
in this vicinity and threats of lynching 
Edwards if apprehended are heard on all 
sides. Phe. 
At 9 o'clock tonight it was annonced 
that all the negroes implicated in the kill- 
ing, with the single exception of Edwards 
himself, were in custody, The negroes 


were placed in Kinnebrew’s store near 
‘the Foster plantation and surrounded 
with armed men. 


Mandy Edwards, wife 
of the murderer, was among those cap- 
tured. She had her husband’s shotgun, 
with which the deed was committed, in 
her possession when caught. She says 
that when Mr. Foster rode up to the cabin 
Edwanis told the negroes to step back 
and he would settle the matter. He then 
opened fire cn the young man. 
Murder Makes Weddings Gloomy. 

New Orleans, La., June 12.—The killing 
of Mr. Foster comes at a particularly in- 
suspicious time. A cousin, James Clai- 
borne Foster, was to be married tonight 
tc Miss Mazie McCutcheon, of this place, 
end big preparations had keen made for 
the wedding. Ancther cousin, Miss Aeolin 
Schuler, was to be married tonight at 
Keachie, and James and Oliver Foster, 
trother and sister of the murdered man, 
are there for the purpose of attending the 
wedding. 

’ Foster Was Soon To Wed. 

Louisville, Ky., June 12.—John Gray 
Fester, who was killed by a negro near 
Shreveport, La., was in Louisville last 
week. He was engaged to be married to 
Mies Bessie Marshall Felix, the daughter 
of the Rev. J. L.. Felix, pastor of the East 
Broadway Baptist church of this city and 
the engagement was to have been an- 
nceunced within the next few days.

ANOTHER EXPLOSION IN MINE. 


Number of Victims of Port Royal 
Horror Is Eighteen. 

West Newton, Pa., June 12.—Another ex- 
plosion took place jn the Port Ropal mines 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon in No. 2 shaft. 
It sent up a whirlwind of oil, dust and 
smoke and nroved conclusively that the 
Sas is still active in the mines.

WAR DECLARED ON UNIONS 


Employers Propose To Havé No More 
Dealings with the Striking 
Machinists. 


New York, June 12.—The convention of: 


the National Metal “Trades Association 
continued its session todey. 

The closing hours of the convention are 
being devoted to the completion of or- 
ganization and the final arrangement of 
plans designed to strengthen thé hands of 
the manufacturers in their fight against 
‘the striking, machinists. ‘The sum of 
$500,000 raised by assessment is to be 
Placed at the disposal of a strike com- 
mittee to’be used in behalf of the em- 
ployers. 

Asked as to the use of this fund, W. J. 
Chalmers, chairman of the press commit- 
tee, said: 

“I suppose we will uge it as the strikers 
do, to support their fellows, pay pickets 
6nd meet other general expenses. We 
used $166,000 in the Cleveland strike, where 
we paid some men a bonus of $4 a day. 
There are millions more if they are need- 
ed. We know nothing of a cofieiliation 
committee from Toronto or elsewhere. 
We seek no trouble, but propose to pro- 
tect our interests and industry.’’ 

The convention decided to make no def- 
inite declaration as to the length of a 
day’s work, leaving the question to set- 
tlement locally. After discussing the mat- 
ter all afternoon the following resolution 
vas proposed: 

“The declaration of principles makes 
the question of hours and wages a local 
issue. 

“Resolved, That this association will 
support any regular member in his en- 
deavor to conform to said declaration of 
principles.,”’ 

After passing the resolution the con- 
vention adjourned and the affairs of the 
association with regard to the machinists’ 
strike are in the hands of the finance 
and strike committees, subject to the gen- 
@ral supervision of the administration 
council, z 


STRIKE SITUATION CRITICAL. 


Work May Cease at the Newport 
News Shipyard. 

Newport News, Va., June 12.—The strike 
situation in Newport News has reached a 
critical stage. In addition to the striking 
machinists, about five hundred in number, 
two hundred skilled men Yrom the elec- 
trical, plumbing and pipe fitting depart- 
ments were lald off yesterday. Today 1” 
more, chiefly laborers, were laid off. In 
each case action was due to the interfer- 
ence in the progress of the work of the 
departments by the strikers, It is stated 
that men in other departments will be 
aid off as rapidly as they finish their work 
ahead of the machinists and can do no 
more without aTd of the machine shops. 
At the present rate the yards will cicse 
down in a week or ten days unless there 
is a change. 

The Business Men’s Association met to- 
day and appointed a committee to confer 
with the machinists and management of 
the yard to see if some agreement as to 
arbitration could not be reached. No re- 
sults have been attained. 


WILL AID THE MACHINISTS. 


London Society of Engineers Prom- 
ises Them Financial Help. 

New York, June 12.—At the. headquar- 
ters of the striking machinists in this city 
a cable dispatch was received from the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers in 
London promising financial aid. This so- 
clety is the strongest trade union in the 
world and is said to have over $8,000,000 in 
its treasury. The American Federation of 
Labor, it is declared, will tax its 2,000,000 
members 10 cents each for the striking 
machinists. 

Furthermore, it was announced tonight 
by the strike committee of the New York 
district lodge of machinists, that the iron 
molders, electrical workers, pattern mak- 
ers, tool makers and metal werkers in 
general had promised to go to the assist- 
ance of the machinists in the event of a 
combination of manufacturers against the 
strikers. It was asserted that a general 
sympathetic strike of machinists on all 
railroads in the United States and Can- 
eda was among the possibilities.

Kennedy Meditated Suicide After 
Marying Miss Prince 


LOST RESPECT FOR GIRL 


After He Had Wronged Her—Friend 
of Kennedy Relates Remarka- 
ble Conversation, but the 
Evidence Is Ruled 
Out by Judge. 


Kansts City, Mo., June 12.—Judge Wof- 
ford today ruled out the testimony of one 
of the strongest witnesses presented so 
far by the defense in the _ case 
of Lulu Prince-Kennedy on trial 
for the murder of her’ husband. 
The defense had evidently count- 
ed much on being able to _ present 
this testimony and the court’s. order 
was considered a blow to their side. Mrs. 
Kennedy was visibly depressed. by the 
court’s action. The witness was Ecfward 
W. Lewis, an inspector for the Western 
Railway Association Inspection Bureau, 
and a personal friend of the dead man. 
Through him the defense hoped to prove 
the theory that Kennedy had ruined 
Lulu Prince under promise of marriage 
and then refused either to marry her 
or to live with her after marriage had 
been forced upon him. 

The testimony of Lewis was ordered 
taken down by the court stenographer, 
but the court refused to let it be given to 
the jury until corroborated. The state- 
ment made by Lewis is as follows:

The Individual Tax Return. 

It is not often that we have to look 
to the son of an ex-president for a 
startling statement, but a speech de- 
livered before the Civic Federation in 
Buffalo by Mr. James A. Garfield has 
attracted unusual attention. 

. Mr. Garfield, discussing the question 
of property assessment. took the 
ground that it was imposing too much 
upon the owner of property to require 
him to fix a valuation upon it, and he 
declared that the plan should be aban- 
doned. He advocated that the listing 
should be made and the valuation de- 


.. termined by a local] assessor or board 


upon such information as the individ- 
ual might see fit to give, but by which 
the board or assessor should not be 
bound. At the same time Mr. Garfield 
might have added that there should be 
some means provided by which assess- 
ments should not be raised at random 
by officials anxious to increase the 
amount of taxes collected without rais- 
ing the rate. Such communities want 
to enjoy the benefit and the advertise- 
ment of a low rate, while more than 
making up the difference in the assess- 
ment. They are very free to declare a 
certain piece of property worth a given 
sum for taxdtion, but aré not so ready 
to pay the amount when called upon. 

The Chicago Record-Herald, discuss- 


- Ing the statement of Mr. Garfield, says: 


There are kinds of personal property 
that have.a certain value which admits of 
no dispute, such as various sorts of ne- 
gotiable instruments, but the common 
personalty upon which most men have to 

s does not present this simple prob- 
em. It gives rise, on the contrary, to 
much honest doubt, and although the tax 
may encourage perjury it would be a 
gross injustice to put all valuations that 
appear to be too low in the perjured class, 

The property owner knows that his 
household effects, etc., will mot sell for 
anything like their cost, out when it 
comes to fixing a figure he finds himself 
in a maze of perplexities. While ccn- 
science admonishes him to do what is fair, 
and the admonition is re-enforced by the 
neceesity for a sworn statement, he can- 
not possibly tell what fair is. He is deter- 
mined in a measure, therefore, by what 
he thinks that merciless expert, tie sec- 
ond-hand dealer, might give, and ulso by 
@ vague guess at the value and valua- 
tiong of his neighbors’ property. But he 
has no outlook that enables him to gauge 
things by the second-hand market and no 
broad knowledge of what other people 
are doing. He is, in fact, a very poorly 
equipped judge, deciding upon ins !fficient 
evidence in his own case, and the more 
certain his honesty the more cruel it is to 
make him swear. He may undervalue 
without having any such intent, «r he 
may overvalue because he is over-consci- 
entious. In either event he is guilty of no 
wrongdoing, and yet the filling of the 
Schedule brings back the old troubles with 
each successive year. 

It would be much easier for him and 
at the same time more rational and just 
and quite as effective if the individual 
returns were dispensed with while his 
rights were protected by the publication 
of the assessor's lists and the crancing cf 
sufficient opportunity for protest against 
excessive valuations. Such a scheme 
would suit both the honest assessor and 
the honest taxpayer, and we may be f£ure 
that the individual] returns have not had 
mech effect upon dishonest persons, of- 
ficial or unofficial. 

If ever communities could be gov- 
erned on the same plane with private 
business enterprises, there might be 
such a thing as relieving the necessity 
for high assessment by an occasional 
reduction of expenditures. But this 
seems to be a vain hope, and the tax- 
payer will have to toil along as best he 
can. The suggestion of The Record- 
Herald is based upon the law of IIli- 
nois, under which there is a quadren- 
nial fixing of real estate values which 
cannot be arbitrarily changed within 
the quadrennium. Under this plan 
there is a mutual discussion of value, 
and an attempt to reach a conclusion 
equally just to taxgatherer and tax- 


payer.

This isa policy 
as essential to the spinner as to the 
grower, and the on:y man having a 
cause for complaint would be the specu- 
lator, who would be thrown out of a 
job. The grower is entitled to that 
price for his product which the de- 
mands of the market can bring him. 
The spinner is entitled to protection 
from such a rush on the. market as 
forces him into the arms of the spec- 
ulator, who, after having skinned the 
grower, stands ready to skin him. 

As has been urged so often by The 
Constitution, the remedy lies with the 
grower himself. He should provide his 
own supplies, and he should negotiate 
with those having claims upon him so 
that he would not be forced into a 
September market. The man with 
corn in his crib can keep his cotton 
in his warehouse and let the market 
seek him. During the present year the 
Chinese market will be wide open by 
October or November, if increased de- 
mand means anything at all, and as 
a result prices should go higher. _In 
the decision of such a question as this 
each man must decide his own case, 
but* the truth must ever remain that 
the really successful man ig the one 
having full control of his own busi- 
ness, The man driven inte a Septem- 
ber market against his interest is a 
Slave. 

Now is the time to study out this 
question and to prepare for the battle 
with the speculator, who will hold ad- 
vanced ground from the first. 


Cup Races This Fall. 

Commenting upon the postponement 
of the cup races from August until 
September, The New York Sun ex- 
presses the belief that the _ post- 
ponement may really prove of ser- 
vice ‘by making fewer disappoint- 
ments on account of lack. of wind, 
and the paper bases its  argu- 
ment on the monthly wind averages off 
Sandy Hook for the months of August 
and September .as furnished by the 
chief of the United States weather 
bureau. 

This tabulated information covers 
the decade from 1890 to 1900. During 
seven out of the ten years the wind 
averaged stronger in September than 
in August; in one year the average 
was the same, while in only two years 
the average was higher in August than 
it was in September. For the bene- 
fit of such of our readers as may be 
interested in the subject we publish the 
following table, showing the figures 
more in detail:

Rights of Lame Ducks. 

Treasury authorities are wrestling 
with a problem involving the rights of 
the congressional lame-ducks who 
have been taken care of by the admin- 
istration, or of some of them. 

Former Congressman Martin Glynn, 
of New York, was one of the ap- 
pointees on the St. Louis exposition 
commission. Mr. Glynn took the oath 
of office on the 17th of April, and on 
May ist received a treasury warrant 
for $192. His labor during that time 
consisted in taking the oath of office. 
He held, however, that the warrant 
was not large enough;. that it should 
cover all of April instead of but part 
of that month; and having the cour- 
age of his convictions, he sent it back, 
setting forth his claims. He says he 
should have pay from ths date of the 
organization ‘of the commission, that 
is, $384 instead of $192. The treasury 
officials contend that he did not le- 
gally begin his duties until he took 
the oath of office. 

Mr. Glynn is an Albany, N. Y., 
man who served one term in the house 
and was defeated in his effort to se- 
cure re-élection. He was a lame duck.

the greatest mission field for com- 
merce inthe world, We recognize 
that commerce is inspired by the hope of 
profit and not by sentiment. The south 
produces two-thirds of all the cotton in 
the world and makes very little of the 
finished product. If we can make steel 
products and tin plate in this city and 
undersell Wales, you can make cotton 
products and undersell England. What 
the south needs is not carpetbaggers, 
but carpet bags full of capital. We make 
many things you need and you produce 
things we need. Let us sell to each other. 
We do not care who has the balance of 
the trade. We are one people, speaking 
one language, under one flag. 

All of which ig but sober truth, and 
in which the people of the south will 
heartily join. 

The response came from President 
Hargrove, of the Southern Association, 
in which he stated: 

The southern states contain one- 
fourth of the area of the union, and 
the territory has practically as great an 
agricultural production as the remainder 
of the country combined. Its capacity in 
raw material is almost beyond measure- 
ment. This section has 33 per cent of the 
population of the United States. It raises 
all of its cotton and cotton seed and 
American rice; 80 per cent of its tobac- 
co; contains 65 per cent of its timber 
resources; 30 per cent of its coal area; 20 
per cent of its coal production; pro- 
duces 171-2 per cent of its iron and 
furnishes 80 per cent of the American pig 
iron exported; is the third largest cane- 
sugar producing section of the world; 
contains more coast and river frontage 
than all the other states; has 30 per cent 
of railroad mileage and affords the 
cheapest lumber, building material, 
lands, cotton, coal and oil and living in 
the United States. 

Into the development of these gigan- 
tic resources we invite the capital of 
the union upon the terms suggested 
by the governor of Pennsylvania. As 
“one people,” we can trade without 
jealousy and regard the effort of ev- 
ery section to move up higher with 
perfect composure.

Philadelphia Ledger: To the members 
of the Soeuthern- Industrial convention, 
the proceedings. of which will begin to- 
day; Philadelphia offers a cordial wel- 
come. This great gathering of repre- 
sentatives of commerce has its busi- 
ness side and its.social_ phase, and from 
all indications it will’ prove. successful 
from every viewpoint. The development 
of the south in recent years has been so 
marvelous as to astonish even the citi- 
zens of that section, and it is evident 
that the prosperity that has dawned is 
destined to continue and to multiply. 
Unhappily, the working out of the 
problem of slavery gave check for years 
to the advancement of southern indus- 
tries, but it did not, could not, efface 
the native genius and business capacity 
inherent in the race, for the south is kin 
to the north in its inheritance of the 
American spirit, and co-heir in the legacy 
of ambition bequeathed by the founders 
of this government. 

One of the most remarkable and grati- 
fying features of southern progress has 
been the co-operation of northern capital 
and southern endeavor. There is no im- 
portant industry in the section which has 
not been uplifted by this commingling of 
activities, which has contributed not 
merely to financial fortune, but to the 
cultivation of harmonious social and per- 
sonal relations. In the fullness of time 
the asperities born of deadly conflict on 
the battlefield have disappeared, and men 
of the north and:south are banded to- 
gether everlastingly in the working out 
of their common destiny. Commerce has 
been the touchstofie of this transforma- 
tion. The captains of southern indus- 
try who assemble in this historic city 
on this oceasion and the hosts who greet 
them and tender hospitality are the in- 
struments in this happy evolution, 

Not all the economic problems have 
been solved, nor is there a thorough co- 
incidence of agreement as to the best 
methods of promoting the public welfare.

It may be that while re- 
vealing the magnitude of the south’s re- 
sources and setting forth its necessities 
they will uncover some of the shortcom- 
ings of our own manufactures and faclili- 
ties for transportation. Herein is the es- 
sence of the potential value of such a 
trade conference. We may trust to our 
business men adequately to present to 
the visitors the indispensable object les- 
son of a trip through the mills, factories, 
shipyards and chambers of exchange, 
that illustrate and demonstrate Philadel- 
phia’s right to her title as a great com- 
mercial center, in many respects without 
a rival.

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|STATE UNIVERSITY TRUSTEES MEET: 
CHANCELLOR HILL SUBMITS REPORT 


Athens, 
board of trustees of the University of 
Georgia met this afternoon and was call- 
ed to order by President Henry D. Mc- 
Daniel. There were present Messrs. 
George T. Barnes, P. W. Meldrim, Hamil- 
ton McWhorter, N, L. Hutchins, B. B. 
Bower, Howell Cobb, A. L. Hull, A. O. 
Bacon, W. E. Simmons, D. B. Hamilton, 
Henry Persons, N. BE. Harris, F. G. du- 
Bignon and George F. Gober. The reports 
of the officers were received and referred 
to the proper committees and the board 
adjourned until tomorrow morning. 

The report of Chancellor Hi}] shows that 
the enrollment of students of all grades 
in the university, embracing all its de- 
partments, during the current year 
amounts to 2,623. The university at Athens 
has enrotled $31. This is the highest at- 
tendance in the history of the university, 
and it is a cause for congratulation that 
the high water mark of attendance has 
been reached during the centennial year. 
The highest attendance in any previous 
period was in 1896-97, when it reached 813.

The reports of the presidents of the sev- 
eral colleges, parts of the university, were 
submitted along with the chancellor’s re- 
port, also the reports of the different pro- 
fessors in the university, showing all de- 
partments to be in fine condition, 

Concerning Professor R. F. Park, the 
new professor of English, Chancellor Hill 
Says: ‘Professor Park has entered upon 
the duties of his department with great’ 
zeal, and with an admirable spirit of ser- 
vice. The resuscitation of The Georgian, 
the monthly magazine, and the organiza- 
tion of a Hterary club, which seeks to 
accomplish for the literary side of the 
university what the Engineering Society, 
admirably maintained by Professor Fat- 
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ferson, accomplishes for the scientific 
side, are largely to be credited to his un- 
tiring efforts.’’ 

The introduction of electro chemistry 
@s a new feature in the school of physics 
is referred to by Chancellor Hill. 

Dr. C. H. Herty is commended for his 
work in behalf of the preservation of the 
pine forests of the state and the bhenefit- 
ing of the turpentine industry. It is steted 
that' the American Academy cf Arts end 
Sciences has voted an appropriation from 
the “C, M. Warren fund” to be used by 
Dr. Herty in the university laboratories 
in paying the expense of certain original 
research and experimentation,

that these southern bankers, traders, gov- 
ernors of states and mayors of thriving 
cities have come to Philadelphia for their 
annual comparison of notes and discussion 
of problems of internal development. 
They represent chambers of commerce 
and board of trade in all the leading 
cities of the south, and can speak with 
due authority concerning trade conditions, 
material resources and industrial agen- 
cies in that practically fallow field of 
American enterprise. They have some- 


thing important to say—something valua- 


ble to offer to investors—and the sedulous 
attention with which the plans of the as- 
semblage are noted in northern capital- 
istic circles affords direct evidence of the 
weight and moment of the message 
brought to the north by the delegates to 
the convention. 

Probably not even the best informed of 
the representatives of southern interests 
in this great gathering could measure ad- 
equately or even approximately the natu- 
ral advantages and undeveloped resources 
of the great states in our semi-tropical 
region.. There are vast lumbering, agri- 
cultural, mining and manufacturing en- 
terprises; but only the surface has been 
skimmed and scratched as yet. Repellent 
forces due to political feuds and. misun- 
derstandings have for many years check- 
ed the due and normal flow of capital 
southward. This untoward condition of 
affairs no longer exists. The southern 
people, after long experimenting, have be- 
gun to solve successfully the difficult so- 
cial problems thrust upon them as a re- 
sult of civil war and slave emancipation, 
and the new order of things is founded 
upon a solid basis of natural wealth and 
aggressive enterprise. 

It ts to demonstrate how closely south- 
ern business methods are at this time at- 
tuned to the dominant note. of the world- 
wide industrial development that the 
southern industrial convention is held. 
Each annual meeting is a long stride in 
advance; and the current Phtadelphia 
convention should be qa noteworthy land- 
mark in southern material progress, 


How Baltimore Views It. 

Baltimore American: Philadelphia fs to 
be congratulated on the bright prospects 
for the success of the southern industrial 
convention, which will be held there next 
week. A large number of the leading 
business men of many southern cities 
will attend, and, no doubt, will enjoy their 
visit and go away knowing more about 
that Quaker City than they ever knew 
before. Philadelphia can be hospitable 
when it tries, especially if it sees or 
thinks it sees some profit in its hospitali- 
ty. It used to be said that the common 
Philadelphia greeting to a visitor was: 
“When did you get to town? How long 
are you going to stay? When are you go- 
ing home?—with the intimation that the 
sooner you went the better would your 
coming be appreciated. Philadelphia has, 
however, planned to show these south- 
ern people a fine time, and with plenty 
of money to spend for their entertain- 
ment, will probably succeed. ; 

The prime object in getting up this 
convention is to help along Philadel- 
phia's efforts to secure a larger por- 
tion of the trade with the south. To 
this end she has succeeded in estab- 
lishing a steamship line to Charleston, 
and in other ways has been struggling 
to turn this trade away from Baltimore 
and in her own direction. Baltimore 
has been watching the struggle with a 
slight interest, but with very little real 
as this citv’s southern trade 
is far too well established and rests on 
too firm foundations to be lost unless 
Baltimore merchants should themselves 
make a sacrifice of it by their own neg- 
lect. This they have no intention of do- 
ing, and that trade this year will be 
larger than ever before. Baltimore's 
deepest regret in the whole matter is that 
merchants of* Philadelphia should have 
tolerated coarse, abusive and groundless 
attacks on this city, in the hope that 
by decrying Baltimore they would help 
their own town. 

The south has again become a battle- 
field, but how different the struggle 
from that which waged forty years ago! 
Then it was the soldier and the musket 
and the. cannon; now it is the merchant 
and the commercial traveler with his 
grip and his sample trunks. It is a 
peaceful contest, one that proves how 
the south has been ‘building up until 
its trade has become so valuable that 
more than one citv north of it is anxious 
to get it. This is a peaceful invasion, 
and in the battle for business with the 
south, Baltimore’s army must always 
be in the front, always the first to scale 
the ramparts and to secure uncondt’ 
tional surrender.

Editor Constitution—About April, I86!, the 
students at the University of Georgia organ- 
ized a company and made request on the then 
Governor Joseph E. Brown for arms, and he 
declined to give the recessary commission and 
equipments, so the company disbanded and 
each of a warlike temperament went to their 
respective homes and joined a command so as 
to get early into the service, some of us feel- 
ing a burning desire to enter the confederate 
service before the ‘‘war was over.”” Fort Sum- 
ter had been bombarded, and the Augusta Con- 
stitutionalist was inflaming our youthful minds 
with the duty of immediate response. That 
gcod old man, Professor Lipscomb, called us 
together and advised with us, saying there 
would be time enough, that we should not 
neglect our opportunities for education. But 
we were hot headed and really felt that we 
could soon wipe out the vyvankees from the 
face of the earth. After getting in the army 
and engaging in its trials, its battles and its 
realities, I rather wished sometimes that I 
had taken more time to reason on the matter 
and paid more attention to the fatherly advice 
of dear old Mr. Lipscomb. I went out from 
the university in Ajyril, was soon in the Vir- 
ginia army and I held out faithfully until the 
surrender at Appomattox, in April, 1865, hav- 
ing, as I have often heard our departed friend, 
Harry Jackson, say, given four years of the 
best part of my life to the cause of the con- 
federacy. 

I have forgotten the names of my classmates 
and fellow students, nearly all. I call to 
mind Tom Glenn, William Smyth, William 
Brooks and his brother. Dr. Hardwick left 
with me. I haven’t seen much of them since. 
I understand that the records of students in 
attendance in the year |86] have been de- 
stroved, so I thought perhaps von wouldn't 
mind to publish a Hst of the students who 
left the school in 1861! to join the confederate 
army. I can’t finish the list, but those living 
and the friends of the dead ones could send 
you the names after seeing a notice of the in- 
tention to publish such a list. giving names, 
stating whether living or not, and ‘if dead 
whether they died in the army or since, etc.

Merrill, the Georgia sheriff, who fought 
the mob at Carrollton and upheld the 
law.

It required physical courage to 
face the mob, and it required moral cour- 
age to protect a negro prisoner against 
white men, It was not a popular thing 
to fire upon white men under such cir- 
cumstances, but this backwoods sheriff 
thought not of popularity.

voroner’s Jury Held a Long Session 
Yesterday Afternoon, and for a 
Third Time Went Over 
the Story of the Bru- 
tal Murder. 


The murder of Berta Jackson seems 
lestined to take its place among the 
nysterious crimes which the law cannot 
ferret out and which must go unavenged. 
" The coroner's jury, after a five hours’ 
tession yesterday afternoon, acknowl- 
iged that the murder mystery was as 
lar from a solution as ever, and instruct- 


+d the sheriff to release Flowers and the | 


two negro. boys. 

As stated in yesterday's Constitution, 
Flowers was taken in custody by Sheriff 
Talley Wednesday morning and held until 
the coroner’s jury could further investi- 
sate the crime. 

Aside from some suspicious circum- 
stances, there was no evidence against 
Flowers and he was promptly liberated 
1s soon as the jury heard the testimony 
of the witnesses yesterday afternoon, 

The negro boys, Jethro English and 
Matt Willingham, were both turned loose, 
is there was nothing to show that they 
were in any way connected with the mur- 
ler. 

The coroner's jury, under the direction 
if Attorney Hooper Alexander, has work- 
od hard. As the attorney stated in the 
putset: : 

‘“‘A horrible crime has been committed 
in DeKalb county. A child has been as- 
saulted and brutally murdered, and if 
there is any power in the law the guilty 
person should be brought to justice.” 

After holding two sessions last Mon- 
lay, the jury met again yesterday after- 
200n at 4 o'clock. Flowers and the two 
negroes were in the courtroom under 
ruard. 

The whole story of the murder was gone 
sver again, the only new thing being the 
tvidence about the spots of blood in 
“owers’s home. These Dr. Claude A. 
Smith pronounced not human blood. Mrs. 
Flowers said the stains were made by 
slood, but it was chicken blood. 

When all the witnesses had been ex- 
tmined and Flowers had been closely 
yuestioned, Attorney Alexander turned to 
Fiowers and asked: 

“Mr. Flowers, what do you think of this 
ec ee AMES. Oe: oe 

“T think it is a very deep mystery,” he 
replied. ‘I have no suspicions that could 
possibly help the jury.’’ 

What a Neighbor Saw. - 

The first witness yesterday afternoon 
was Mrs. Link, whose residence adjoins 
‘hat of Flowers, the latter renting from 
Dr. Link. 

Mrs. Link stated that she saw Berta on 
Wednesday afternoon, the day that she 
was missing. 

“Berta,’’ said Mrs. Link, ‘‘was driving 
two calves, Hope and Spot, to the barn. 
Matt Willingham helped her drive Hope. 
[ never saw Flowers at that time. Later 
{ saw him go off with milk. He was in 
his buggy. This was about 4:30 o'clock. 
He must have left about an hour after 
I saw Berta with the Calves. I heard 
Mr. Flowers when he returned, half an 
nour later, and he said he couldn't find 
Berta. I tkiked with him five minutes. 
He then took the baby to his sister's. 
This was before dark. The negro, Matt, 
worked in the yard, cleaning up, and he 
asked me to let him go to Decatur to 
mail some letters. He was not gone very 
long. He went away before Mr. Flowers 
left in the buggy with the milk.”’ 

Mrs. Link said Flowers told her that 
her little boy had told him he heard Berta 
calling for him while he was away from 


the house. 
“Tt think Mr. Flowers was mistaken |

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about that,’’ said the witness, “for 1 
asked my child and he said he only told 
Mr. Flowers about a certain road being 
the way to Mr. Johnson’s.”’ 


Buggy Track in the Woods. 

Dr. Link was examined and he said he 
had discovered the tracks of a buggy 
leading into the woods where Berta’s 
body was found, and that it was a pri- 
vate place and no one had any business 
driving a buggy in there. 

“I was the second person who saw the 
child’s dead body,”’ said the doctor, ‘‘and 
when I arrived there a pack of dogs were 
tearing at the body and I had to drive 
them off with stones. I found a print of 
a Small barefoot near the body. Parker, 
the man who found the body, said he 
thought it was his track. ° 

When asked if he had any reason for 
suspecting any one of the ¢rime, Dr. 
Link replied: 

“No; but I still think those negroes 
know all about the mugier, and I say 
this merely because I «g.:’t see how such 
a crime could have iy po committed so 
near by and they not’ know it.” ~ 


Constitution Reporter Testifies. 


The representative of The Constitution 
who wrote the story about the disappear- 
ance of Berta and who saw Ftowers at 
the police barracks twice, was placed on 
the stand. He said Flowers, on the first 
visit, gave a description of the missing 
child. The second time he was told that 
a lost child had been found answering the 
description of Berta. Flowers asked how 
long her hair was and when told it was 
down to her shoulders he said that the 
girl was not Berta, as her hair was short, 
having been cut only a few weeks pre- 
vious. Berta’s hair reached to her shoul- 
ders. He said Flowers appeared to be 
nervous and excited about something. 

Judas A. Parker testified again about 
the finding of the body. 

“I think that barefoot track Dr. Link 
found,’’ said the witness, ‘‘was mine. I 
believe Berta was not well treated. I 
went to the Flowers house once and 
found her crying. I asked her what was 
the matter and she ran into the house 
without making a reply. I never saw the 
child with but one dress on. Some time

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she wore a piece of corn sack for an 
apron. I helped to search the house and 
we never found any clothes belonging to 
her.

Charles Mercer, a neighbor to the 
Flowers, testified that he heard Flowers 
calling for Berta about 4 o’clock Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

“Flowers came into my field where I

was plowing,” said the witness, ‘‘and 
told me Berta was gone. I saw Jethro 
English plowing all the afternoon. Be- 


fore he left, Flowers told me about a

Policeman Covington, of Atlanta, told 
about the last visit Flowers made to the 
police barracks, corroborating the evi- 
dence of the Constitution reporter. 


Was Chicken Blood. 


Sheriff Talley informed the jury that 
Dr. Smith, who had taken the blood 
Stains to analyze, reported that he did not 
think the stains were human blood, 

Mrs. Flowers took the stand and told 
the jury that the stains were made by a 
chicken’s blood. . 

“‘As to that bonnet which was found in 
our house,”’ stated Mrs. Flowers, ‘‘I wish 
to say that it is my baby’s bonnet. Ber- 
ta’s bonnet which is missing was a green 
gingham. The blue dress which Mr. 
Flowers thought Berta had worn off was 
found. by me among the soiled clothes. 
Berta’s hair was about down to her 
shoulders. I trimmed it a few weeks 
ayo.’’ 

Flowers on the Stand. 
Flowers was placed on the tsand. He 
looked a little pale and used a large palm- 
leaf fan, ' ia 

“I found the hammer,” he said in reply 
to a question, ‘in the potato patch where 
Jethro had been plowing. I was logking 
around for all the tools, thinking that 
one might have been used to—to—to—you 
see, I feared the worst had happened 
and I didn’t know but what a tool about 
the place had been used to do the chfld 
harm. When I returned to the house 
after I carried the milk I found the 
house open. The kitchen door was not 
locked. I called for Berta and when she 
did not answer, I began to gearch for her.

Charged That He Swore Falsely Be- 
fote B. H. Hill, Master in In- 
junction Hearing Against 
Foote & Davies Com- 
pany.

Thomas J. Maloney, president of the 
Maloney Publishing Company, was ar- 
rested shortly before 4 o’clock yesteriay 
afternoon on the charge of perjury, an in- 
dictment having been returned against 
him Monday by the United States grand 


jury. 

The indictment charges that he swore 
falsely during a hearing before Benjamin 
H. Hill, standing master of the United 
States court, in the case of the Maloney 
Publishing Company against the Foote & 


Davies Company. 

Ihe arrest was made by Denuty Mar- 
shal J. H. Rinard in the office of Mr. Ma- 
loney. The publisher was taken into cus- 
tody on a bench warrant issued by United 
States Attorney Angier, after the indict- 
ment had been returned by the grand 
jury. : 

Maloney was escorted to the office of the 
clerk of the United States court, where 
Clerk O. Cc. Fuller assessed a bond of 
$1.000. The bond was reduced to $500, af- 
ter a confarence between Robert Alston, 
Maloney’s attorney, and Attorney Angier. 
Maloney succeeded in giving: the bond and 
was roieased, 

The arrest of the publisher is the out- 
growth of the bitter war that has been 
waged between the Maloney Publishing 
Company and the Foote & Davies Com- 
pany for about four years over the At- 
lenta City Directory. 


United States court to enjoin the rival 
company from issuing a directory of At- 
lanta, advancing several grounds for an 
injunction. One of the claims was that 
the Foote & Davies Company was not 
making a proper canvass of the city for 
its directory, but that names were being 
copied from the Maloney directory. In 
order to prove this, the Maloney Company 
alleged that it had placed a number of 
decoy names in its “directory and that 
these sam? names had appeared in the 
Foote & Davies directory. 

On the other hand the Foote & Davica 
Company claimed that it did not copy the 
rames from the Maloney directory. but 
that the decoy names had been slipped 
in among the names secured by it in a 
canvass of the city. 

The case was referred to Mr. fiill, as 
master, on January l6th of the present 
vear and he heard it or January J3ist. Mr. 
Maloney appeared as,a witness and he 
was questioned in reference to the decoy 
names, as to whether he had any one in- 
sert them in the Foots & Davies’ directory 
or if he knew it was’ being done in his 
behalf. The questiong were answered in 
the negative, 

When the grand jurY met Monday the 
matter was presented to it and an indict- 
ment was returned, charging Maloney 
with testifying falsely. The witnesses be- 
fore the grand jury were Frank Wheat, 
W. W. Cunningham, W. O. Foote and J. 
W. Hill. 

Mr. Maloney is represented by Attorneys 
Tompkins & Alston. The case wiil not 
be called for trial until the October term. 

When asked for a statement Mr. Ma- 
loney said that he was not yet prepared 
to say anything for publication.

Federation of Trades Indorses 
Boycott on Non-Union 
Labor 


RESOLUTION 10 cFFECT 
LARGE NUMBER OF FIRMS 


Labor To Come Under the Scope 
of Boycott—Reportea by 
the Building Trades 
Council. 


The Federation of Trades, at its reg- 
ulor meeting last night, officially in- 
dorsed a general boycott of al] the em- 
ployers of Atlanta having in their em- 
ploy non-union men. The action was 
taken on a resolution reported by the 
building trades council, which had pre- 
viously been adopted by that organiza- 
tion. The boycott will go into effect 


after July Ist. 

The resolution is sweeping, and in- 
cludes in the boycott manufacturers, con- 
tractors, and all others employing non- 
union men. One of its effects will be 
that union men will not rent houses 
constructed by contractors and working 
men not members of a union. 

The indorsement of the resolution by 
the Federation of Trades means much, a8 
every union in the city is a member of 
the federation, and the organization rep- 
‘resents many hundred laboring people. 
The agitation of the matter was begun 
in the building trades council, and that 
body passed the resolution making: pos- 
sible the boycott. The substance of the 
resolution is that union men shall re- 
fuse to patronize employers of non-union 
labor. 

W'll Demand Nine-Hour Day. 

W. L. Delay, representing the painters 
and decorators reported to the Federation 
that the union had decided to make 4 
demand for a nine-hour working day. 
The demand was agreed upon at a 


meeting of the union, held last night 
in the hall of the Federation, The 
painters manifested much enthusiasm, 
and they are hopeful that they will 
meet with success. They appear confi- 
dent that the demand will be grgnted, 
and that a strike will not be necessary. 
It is stated that the union is now in 
good condition to make a fight. 

The Federation also received reports as 
to the progress of the strike of the ma- 
chinists. It was decided to appoint a 
new committee to assist the strikers; 
and the committee recently appointed 
by the Federation was discharged. 

The new ‘committee will be composed 


workers, comprising the molders, black- 
smiths and boiler makers. This action 
was taken, as it was thought thaf a 
committee of iron workers could do more 
effective work than the former commit- 
tee. 

A resolution was adopted calling upon 
the city to request the Holly Manufac- 
turing Company, of Lockport, N. Y., to 
immediately ship the pumping engine 
recently purchased for the water works.

A committee was appointed to -assist 
the barbers in their effort to establish 
one price throughout the city. They 
are endeavoring to raise the price of 
shaving to fifteen cents. The committee 
is composed of Wm. Strauss, J. W. 
Bridwell and Wm. Robinson. 

A meeting of the Labor Day committee 
was called for Saturday night, at which 
time plans will be outlined for the ob- 
servance of Labor Day in September. 
It fe the intention of the Federation to 
render the celebration of the occasion 
this year a great success.

Cobb, J.—!,. Under the provisions of para- 

graph | of section |3 of article 7 of the pres- 
ent constitution of this state (civil code, sec- 
tion 5900), which declares that ‘‘the proceeds 
of the sale of the Western and Atlantic, Ma- 
con and Brunswick, or other railroads held 
by the state, whenever the general assembly 
may authorize the sale of the whole or any 
part thereof, shall be applied to the payment 
of the bonded debt of the state, and shall not 
be used for any other purpose whatever, so 
long as‘the state has any existing bonded 
debt,"’ no part of the fund derived from the 
sources herein mentioned can be lawfully laid 
out, paid out, or. expended in the payment 
of any obligation or demand due by the 
state, other than the bonded debt of the staie 
or some portion thereof; and this is true 
whether such disposition of the fund perma- 
nently disposes of the same or merely applies 
it to some other obligation or demand tem po- 
rarily and until the taxes levied for the pur- 
pose of paying such other obligation or de- 
mand can be collected. 

‘ The phrase, “other railroads held by 
the state, in the paragraph of the consti- 
tution quoted in the preceding note, was in- 
tended _to embrace all railroads constructed 
under ‘“‘state aid’’ charters granted prior to 
the adoption of the present constitution, in 
which the state might at any time become 
the actual owner by reason of the seizure 
and sale of such rallroads in consequence ‘of 
default on the part of the companies con- 
structing the same in paying the interest upon 
bonds indorsed by the state. 

3. An act of the generat’assembly will never 
be so construed as to make it violative of the 
constitution, unless it is plain and manifest 
from the terms of the act that a construction 
having that effect was intended by the gen- 
eral assembly; and when an act is capable of 
two constructions, one making it violative of 
the constitution, and the other making it 
consonant therewith, the latter construction 
must be adopted. 

4. While repeals by implication are not fa- 
vored, when an act must be construed either 
as violative of the constitution or as having 
the effect of repealing a former act by im- 
plication, the latter construction will always 
be adopted, 

5. A warrant drawn by the governor upon 
the state treasurer, directing the treasurer 
to place the amount of such warrant ‘‘to the 
account of the school fund,’’ is payable out 
of that fund as derived from the sources au- 
thorized by the constitution. and the law; and 
it is not only the right, but the duty, of the 
State treasurer to so construe such a warrant. 

6. The state treasurer has no authority to 
pay out any money from the state treasury 
until there has been ‘‘an appropriation made 
by law,’’ and then only upon a_é warrant 
drawn by the governor, specifying ‘‘on what 
appropriation or fund’ it is drawn, except 
‘for sums due to the members and officers 
of’’ the two houses of the general assembly, 
which may be paid on the draft of the pre- 
siding officers of the respective houses, 

Even if an officer of the executive je- 
partment of the state and the securities on 
his official bond will be protected from Ma- 
bility when he acts on the opinion of the at- 
torney general, still such an officer will not 
be compelled by mandamus to do an act whicn

8. Whether the state treasurer is such a 
ministerial officer as would not be permitted 
to bring in question the constitutionality of 
an act of the general assembly, or is such a 
subordinate officer of, the executive depart- 
ment of the state as that he will not be 
heard to question the authority of the gov- 
ernor to draw warrants upon the treasury, 
are questions which, in view of the rulings 
made in the foregoing notes, are not involved 
in the present case.

Lewis, J., dissenting.—!. The constitutional 
provision embodied in section §900 of the 
civil code, touching -the application of the 
proceeds of the Sale of public property to the 
payment of the bonded debt of the state, is 
not prospective, and, applies only to such 
railroads and other public os as tha 
State owned at the time of the adoption of 
the constitution. It fétiows that, as the state 
did not own, possess, or hold the’ Northeast- 
ern railroad at that time, the $200,000 real- 
ized from the sale of that property does not 
constitute’ any part of the public fund in- 
tended by the constitution to be applied ex- 
clusively to the payment of the bonded debt. 

When a warrant upon a fund in the

The great square 
was lined with guards, drawn from the 
various regiments.

The 
recipients of the medals, in a long line, 
marched past the king, received the dec- 
oration from his majesty, saluted ard 
passed on.

New Orleans, June |2.—Liverpool failing to 
give full response as the advance of the Amer- 
ican market yesterday warranted, the market 
in consequence opened at a decline of about 
2 points. The opening proved to be about the 
lowest of the day. From the early hour it was 
manifest that sellers for the short account were 
scarce and orders to buy were met with in- 
creising competition throughout. The New 
York market was disturbed by the July ma- 
nipulation and buying by shorts to cover, ow- 
ing to favorable weather prevailing generally 
over the belt. The disposition to sell the 
fall and winter months 1s quite ‘pronounced 
but sharply held in check by fear of manipula- 
tion in July and Augus*, which would natu- 
rally, to a degree, affect values on the @dis- 
tant deliveries. This, as we say, acts as a re- 
Straining influence to free selling. It is fruit- 
less to give expression to any opinion as re- 
gards the chance of manipulation of the sum- 
mer months or the final success of such a 
movement. If attempted, it all depends on the 
number of outstanding contracts. the amount 
of money behind the movement and the ceprice 
of those who hold the contracts. In view 
of the porsibility of manipulation, we beg to 
inform our friends we do not wish to exe- 
cute selling orders of July or August contracts. 

The posting of the spot market, quoting 
an advance of 1-16 and sales of 4.400 bales

sociation to be Important- One. 


ENGAGEMENTS AND 
WEDDINGS ANNOUNCED 


Marriage of Miss Miles and Mr. 
Goldsmith, Which Occurred at 
First Baptist Church Last 
Night, Was a Beau- 
tiful One. 


RS.- WILLIAM. KING, president 

of 

Club, announces that the an- 
nual meeting of the press club will 
be held in Atlanta Wednesday 
and Thursday, June 19th and 2th. 
The meeting will be one of unusual im- 
portance, for besides the business and 
topics generally discussed at the annual 
meetings, it is stated that a movement 
will be made to induce the press women 
of the state to unite in the indorsement 
of @ number of movements, which are 
supposed to be of vital interest to them. 
Delegates will he elected to the next bi- 
‘ennial of Woman's Clubs to convene in 
Los Angeles, these delegates to go in- 
structed to vote on certain measures that 
are being, anticipated as the ‘‘live issues” 
of the forthcoming biennial. Delegates 
wilt also be elected to the international 
congress of press women to convene in 
Buffalo September 4, 1901. 

The resolutions sent out by the Canta- 
brigia Club, of Massachusetts, which res- 
olutions.. protest against the drawing of 
the color line .in the general federation 
of clubs. will be acted uvon by the Geor- 
gia press women, and they will discuss, 
too, the practicability of indorsing as a 
tbody the several bills. the cause of which 
the Georgia women will espouse at the 
next meeting of the legislature. The elec- 
tion of officers will take place and a plan 
of work will be suggested for the ensu- 
ing year. ' 

Mrs. William King, president of the 
club, was seen yesterday, and when asked 
about ‘the forthcoming meeting of Geor- 
gia’s women writers, remarked: “It will 
be an unusually interesting meeting, not 
only as to the programme arranged for 
the regular sessions and the number of 
clever men and women to participate in 
the programmé, but because of certain 
questions of great importance that will be 
brought before the body for discussion, 
and upon which decision one way or the 
other will be of distinctive significance.” 

“What are these questions?’ was the 
one put to Mrs. King. “The sessions will 
be open to all those interested,’’ she said, 
“and all may come and hear them; but I 
do not mind stating that I will urge upon 
the press women that as an organized 
body they take some action in the matter 
of those bills which will be brought be- 
fore the next. legislature, in which the 
women of the state are particularly inter- 
ested. 

“In acting unon the matter in a body it 
will obligate individual members to use 
their pens whenever opportunity presents 
itself to support any movement that may 
be understood to stand for progress, phi- 
lanthropy or development in any. principle 
or principles that call for the interest and 
work of woman. 

“{ consider that ne question that will 
come before us is more important than 
that«or the ‘election ‘of a delegate to the 
mext bienrilal, which, in many instances, 
will be & most interesting one. At this 
biennial there will probably be issues 
sprung that. will require that our 
re on be of the _ strongest 
Kind, and if the Georgia Woman’s 
Press Club remains in the federa- 
tion, it must ‘be as an active factor, ready 
to support any or all movements that 
stand for the best interests of American 
‘women, : 

“I will urge, too, that our club be rep- 
resented at the Congress of Press Women 
to be held in Buffalo, for there will be an 
unusually brilliant coterie of press wo- 
men there at the time, ana Georgia should 
be ably represented. 

“Did I receive a copy of the resolutions 
sent out by the members of the Canta- 
brigia Club, of Massachusetts? Yes,” con- 
tinued Mrs. King, ‘‘and as the resolutions 
were sent to me in my official capacity, 
I will have to bring them before my club: 
50 you see we will have some discussion 
pertaining to the ‘color line’ the resolu- 
tions referred to, dealing with that sub- 
ject and its relation to the general federa- 
tion. But it would be impossible to tell 
you how many important questions will 
come before the meeting, and I am only 
positive about what {fs on the regular pro- 
gramme which you have.”’

Mr. Brown Will Be ‘Assisted by At- 


torneys Latham and Terrell. 
He Makes Statement. 


The Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen 
of Atlanta, through a committee appoint- 
ed for the purpose a few days ago, has se- 
lected E. T. Brown as leading counsel for 
Golden B. Dunton, a member of the order 
now resting under the charge of murder 
growing out of the recent accident in the 
Southern railway yards in which three 
persons lost their lives and several were 
injured. Mr. Brown has accepted the 
offer and will conduct Dunton’s defense, 
assisted by Attorneys Latham and Ter- 
rell. 

Mr. Brown is one of the ablest criminal 
‘practitioners in the state. He was for a 
number of years solicitor general of the 
northeastern circuit and has successfully 
conducted several famous criminal cases 
in Georgia. He is special attorney for the 
state in ail matters concerning the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad property. 

At the last lodge meeting of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Trainmen, when it 
was decided to employ counsel to defend 
Dunton, ©. T. Ladson was requested to 
take charge of the case. Mr. Ladson de- 


‘clined on the ground.that he had with- 


drawn from criminal practice some years 
ago. He advised the trainmen to secure 
a capable criminal lawyer. The commit- 
tee appointed, acting under Mr. Ladson’s 
advice, met yesterday and asked Mr. 
Brown.to undertake the defense of the 
accused man,

Buffalo, where it was proposed to 
shut them out entirely, twenty-three 
ticket scakping offices are in operation, 
and all are said to be fairly busy, not- 
withstanding the determined fight made 
by the joint agency. The detective work 
by this agency. is carried on, however, 
quite effectively, in the hope that it will 
result in preventing travelers ‘rom buy- 
ing tickets from the scalpers, as all tick- 
ets have to pass through joint agencies 
and the purchasers from the scalpers 
are shadowed and under suspicion. The 
purchaser's personal description is given 
and a description of his ticket. When 
the ticket is presented on the train the 
conductor refuses to accept it unless the 
description of the holder tallies with that 
sent from the agency. 

A delegation of New York newspaper 
men called upon President _Newman last 
week, the occasion being his active as- 
sumption of his new dutiés as successor 
to S. R. Callaway, as president of the 
New York Central.

So well did he perform the du- 
ties in any position to which he was 
appointed that the owners of the road, 
who were New York people, induced him 
to come north and take a more respon- 
sible position. One who is acquainted 
with him savs that, although an easy- 
going man, he has wonderful capacity for 
turning off work. About five years ago 
Mr. Newman received an offer from 
James J. Hill to. become vice-president 
of the Greet Northern Railway -system, 
He was connected with Mr. Hill's com- 
pany for. about two years at St. Paul, 
when the Vanderbilts asked him to 1@- 
come president of the Lake Shore, the 
finest property of the Vanderbilt system. 
When apprised of the offer that Mr. 
Newman had recefved, James J. Hill, Jr. 
tried to have him continue with his fath- 
er’'s road, and told his father he would 
make.a great mistake if he allowed him 
to leave, adding: ‘“‘You ought to keep 
him here, father, just as a buffer be- 
tween vourself and the public. You need 
him to t2ke off your rough edges.” He 
had been on the Lake Shore but a short 
time before he became one of the most 
popular presidents that road has had, 
and those who ere closest. to him regret 
his. accepting his new position, although 
he will, in his present position. in a 
considerable measure, yoice the policy of

Jen Thousand Colored People Will 
~ Mest in Convention in 1902.

COMMITTEE MET YESTERDAY 


A Number of Prominent Colored 
Leaders Were Present. 


| ATLANTA MAY GET THE CONGRESS 


Executive Committee Outlines Work 
of Congress—Negroes All Over 
America To Participate. 


What will mark a new epoch in the 
life of the negro is taking shape at this 
time and is to be known as the Young 
Negro People’s Christian Congress. The 
‘movement first begun in a meeting of col- 
ored men who officially travel as repre- 
sentatives of young people’s societies, 
Sunday schools and churches in Washing- 
ton, D. C., March Ist and 2d. 

The executive committee of the con- 
gress met in this city yesterday and the 
day before, to arrange for the time, place 
and programme of the meeting. The fol- 
lowing dtstinguished colored’ men were 
present at the meeting at Bethel African 
Methodist Episcopal church: 

Bishop W. J. Gaines, the president; 
Rev. E. W. D. Isaacs, the vice president, 
is general secretary of the Baptist Young 
People’s Union; Professor I. Garland 
Penn, A. M., assistant general secretary 
Epworth League in the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, is corresponding secre- 
tarv of the movement; Rev. W. M. Alex- 
ander, D. D., of Baltimore, Md., the 
treasurer. Other members of the com- 
mittee who were present were Rev. S. N. 
Vass, D. D., Raleigh, N. C., general sec- 
retary American Baptist Publication So- 
ciety; Bishop R. S. Williams, D. D., Au- 
gusta, Ga.; Rev. L. C. Davis, Pratt City, 
Ala.; Rev. D. J. Saunders, D.D., presi- 
dent Biddle University, Charlotte, N. C.; 
Bishop B. W. Arnett, D. D., Wilberforce, 
Ohio; Bishop G. W. Clinton, D. D., Char- 
lotte, N. C.: Bishon C. T. Shaeffer, D. D., 
Topeka, Kans. 

Among the many things the committee 
decided upon was the time for holding the 
meeting from Augtst 7th to llth, 1902. 

Invitations were received from many 
cities to hold the meeting within their 
gates. Among them was one from the 
city council and chamber of commerce of 
Chattanoora, Tenn. Chattanooga colored 
preachers and citizens also sent a letter. 
The.committee did not decide, as it pre- 
ferred hearing from Atlanta and her ag- 
gressive colored citizens and business peo- 
ple as well as from Memphis and Louis- 
ville. before deciding upon a place. It 
was deferred until the next meeting of 
the committee October 10th of this vear. 

Some of the subjects which the congress 
will discuss are ‘‘The Mutual Helpfulness 
and Interdependence of the American 
White Man and the American Negro,” 
‘The Need of a Properly Qualified Minis- 
try,’’ “‘The Bible—Its Place in the Life of 
Young Peonle,’’ ‘‘The Contribution of the 
North and South to the Negro’s Deyel- 
opment,” -‘‘The Contribution of the Negro 
to His Own Development, ‘“‘Sptrituality 
in Its Relation to Practical Life,’’ ‘‘Good 
Literature—Its Place in the Development 
of Young Peoople,’’ and other equally im- 
portant questions. 

A delegate will come for every Sunday 
school, young people’s society, )Jiterary 
Society. Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, Youne Men’s Christian Assoctia- 
tion, Young Woman's Christian Associa- 
tion, student-body in institutions of learn- 
ing. while the ministers of the race gen- 
erally will attend. It is a unique effort in 
that this the first time when the colored 
people “have agreed to forget denomina- 
tional tenets for a time in the interest 
of a forward movement and concert of 
action looking to the general subject of 
the uplitt of negro young people and‘the 
consideration of crime among them.

NEW SWITCHES PUT 
DOWN LAST NIGHT 


Changes at Corner Broad and Marietta 
Streets, 


HEAVIEST RAIL IN THE CITY 


Heaviest and Best Possible Switches 
Secured. 


THE WEN "SYSTEM COST. $i1,000 
About 150 Men Worked All Night 
Making: Changes — Switches 
Key of System. 


The system of switches of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company ‘at Broad 
and Marietta streets, which connects all 
of the various lines of the company, was 
removed Jast night, and an entirely new 
system was put in. A gang of 150 men 
went on at 7 o’clock and worked until 
daylight this morning, effecting the 
change. The new switches were install- 
ed at a cost of about $11,000. 

The new system follows closely the 
same general plan as the one removed. 
The principal change made was the 
widening of the curves, and the use of 
heavier rails. 

The new rails and switches are the 
heaviest made. They weigh 128 pounds 
per yard, and are the heaviest and best 
in town. The old switches and rails 
were found to be too light for the heavy 
and continuous strain to which they were 
subjected. 

The scene of the work was brightly 
lighted ‘last night by the electric signs 
on the buildings facing the corner. These 
signs were kept blazing brightly all 
night. Many pedestrians stopped in the 
rain to watch the gangs of hurrying 
workmen deftly and swiftly removing 
the old switches and putting in the new 
ones. ‘The negroes did not seem to mind 
the dirty weather, but sang at their 
task as lightheartedly as though the 
sunshine was pouring down. 

To remeve the old system and put in 
the new was a huge undertaking to be 
accomplished in a night, and was rushed 
through at top speed, 

The Broad and Marietta ~— streets 
switches are the key switches to the en- 
tire system. Every car on the system 
uses them during the day. The new 
system will greatly facilitate cross- 
town travel.
